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W AR IN THE NEAR EAST. 
Another war has 
started, 
and al­ 
though this is a war launched against 
an enemy of the Allies, the launching 
of a new war in the present state of 
the world is scarcely a thing to grow 
enthusiastic over. 
This new war is 
the war of the Greeks against the Na­ 
tionalist Turks. 
It is not' strictly a 
new war but a revival of an old one. 
The Greeks and the Nationalist Turks 
have been at odds in Asia Minor for 
some months, but active operations 
had practically ceased, largely as a re­ 
sult of the turn-over in Greece* which 
resulted in the fall of Venezelos and 
the recall of Constantine. Show the of­ 
fensive of the Greeks is resumed un­ 
der Constantine upon a greater scale 
than ever and a Greek army is driving 
deep into Asia Minor aiming at the 
Bagdad railway. 
The Nationalist Turks under Mus- 
tapha Kemal are in arms against the 
treaty imposed upon Turkey by the 
Allies. 
Although 
much 
water has 
passed over the dam since that treaty 
was drawn ancTalthough many things 
have since happened to complicate the 
situation, the expedition of the Greeks 
is, generally speaking, an effort to en­ 
force the treaty against the rebellious 
Turks. 
To effect that object is desir­ 
able, but the necessity of starting an­ 
other war which 
may 
well develop 
into a widespread conflict 
is regret­ 
table. 
Asia Minor is in a ferment. The two 
Turkish factions are not so far apifrt 
now, and this 
Greek 
offensive may 
drive them together. There is a lively 
possibility of further combines, taking 
in other elements, for the purpose* of 
concerted resistance to the European 
invasion of Asia Minor, and there is 
always the possibility, too, of an en­ 
tente between these elements and the 
Russians who are already a power in 
Asia Minor. 
The situation in the Near East has 
gotten out of the hands of the Allies. 
The victory that they won there is jeo­ 
pardized. They can regain their grip, 
if at all, only 
by further 
warfare, 
which the Greeks are conducting, 
though not under official Allied sanc­ 
tion, but this method may have the 
opposite effect. 
A new 
war 
in the 
Near East may be the only possible 
remedy but it is a dangerous one.

The principal dam age was to 
peaches and apples, but small fruits 
and garden and field crops also suf­ 
fered considerably. 


That the stuation is not hopeless, 
however, is the 
opinion 
of Mr. 
Mayes who said that in 1020. which 
was an exceptionally poor year for 
fruit, the state valuation for stra w ­ 
berries was 
$1,250,000 
while for 
peaches it was $1,095,000 and $7.-! 
623,000 for 
apples,, with 
a UPal 
value for the fruit crop of more 
.titan $14,000,000. while the miscel­ 
laneous fruit and- vegetable crons 
totaled an additional $10,00 0,0 0 0. 
Damage to wheat 
and 
oats is 
slight, Mr.

has it been injured. 
Gardens suf­ 
fered more, but the exact extent 
will be impossible to guage for sev­ 
eral days. 
One of the chief causes of the 
dam age was the bright sunshiny 
weather that followed the snow of > 
Sunday, which in turn was follow­ 
ed by the freeze Monday night. Had 
Monday been cloudy and damp, the 
damage would have been much less, 
%n the opinion of Mr. Mayes. 
Frost 
breaks down Hie cells in fruit buds, i 
he said and with cloudy w eather 
there 
is a tendency 
to 
build up 
again more quickly. 
A. T. Nelson, widely known as 
the “Apple King of the Ozarks." re­ 
ported from his home at Lebanon 
in Laclede county that the tem per­ 
ature Monday night was 19 degrees 
and that all apples, peaches, plums 
and cherries in full bloom were de­ 
stroyed. 
Strawberries also were in 
j bloom in th a t section and are be­ 
lieved to have been badly damaged. 
V. It. G ardner of the experiment 
.station at Columbia, reported that 
Monday’s freeze added hut little to 
the damage iii Central Missouri. He 
said he believed all peaches in that 
.section of the state were destroyed 
but that apples were not so greatly 
damaged as was believed at first.
